Applicants are in receipt of the Office Action dated January 13, 2003 and request 
reconsideration of the above-identified application in view of the following remarks 

REMARKS 

The Applicants appreciate the Examiner's thorough examination of the subject 
application. Applicants request reconsideration of the subject application based on the following 
remarks. 

The present invention provides methods for addition of a heterocyclic compound or an 

aldehyde to an active-hydrogen-containing compound, wherein the methods are conducted in the 

presence of a polymer gel catalyst having a cyclic ammonium salt in the polymer main chain. 

More particularly the invention provides methods which utilize a polymer catalyst which retain 

catalytic activity for extended periods of time even when the reaction is conducted at elevated 

temperatures. 
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
